Ultimate Status Depends 
I poll New Set-up and 
Increase iii Cost to the

The approval of the swim m ing 
pool project for Arlington H eights 
along original lines is doubtful, was 
the information this week given to

Spring field work will open in 
Illinois this year with cheap fee i 
giving horses an edge as a source 
of economical farm power, accord­ 
ing to E. T. Robbins, livestock ex­ 
tension specialist of the College of 
Agriculture, University of Illinois.

To lieg in with, there are certain 
food materials tliat the body re­ 
quires every day in order to build 
and maintain g ood liealth. 
These 
materials are iirotein for the repair 
of body tissues, calcium for building 
bones and teetii, pliosidiorus for as- 
.sistiiig the protein and calcium, iron 
to mak e the red blood cells, and 
vitamins to help preserve the teeth 
and to prevent certain diseases such 
as scurvy , pellag ra, and beri-herl. 
It is indeed worthy of note that 
milk contains four of the five food 
materials 
listed—protein, calcium, 
phospliorus, and (lie Vitamins A, B 
and (i. Following is a list of the 
foods which are considered g ood 
sources of each of these materials. 
I’KOTEIN—milk, meat, fish, eg g s, 
ch(‘eso, beans, nuts. 
CAT.t’Il’M—milk, cIkh' sc, beans, mo­ 
lasses, and some fruits and veg ­ 
etables. 
P H D S P lIours —milk, meat, eg g s, 
fish, cheese, beans, nuts, whole 
cereals. 
IRON—eg g s, wliole-g rain cereals and 
breads, veg etables, fruits, lean 
meat, potatoes, molasses, liver. 
VITA^IINS— 
^ itamin A—cod liver oil, milk, 
butter, cream, eg g s, cheese, g reen 
leaf veg etables, fruits and veg e­ 
tables. 
\ itamin B—ilried beans, whole ce­ 
reals, y east, milk, fruits and 
veg etaliles. 
Vitamin D—cod liver oil, certain 
other oils, irradiated foods. 
Vitamin G—milk, eg g s, fruits and 
veg etables, y east, meal. 
Because it contains such a larg e 
amount of the body ’s needs, because 
for a small amount of money one 
g ets a quart of “Nature's most near­ 
ly p(‘rfect food," because there is no 
%vaste in using it, because of the 
ease of serving and many other 
foods with which it can 
be used, 
milk should have an important place 
in every one's diet.

No. 7 — SLIPPERY WEATHER 
I 
CE AND SNOW a lwa y s bring problems for driv ers. These problems a re the 
result of less friction. And tha t is interesting , beca use usua lly we a re try ­ 
ing to reduce friction a il w'e ca n. We use ba ll a nd roller bea ring s to ov ercome 
fric'Jon. We smooth a nd polish pa rts to reduce fric­ 
tion. We put oil in our ca rs to a v oid friction. But we 
ca n’t g et a lcng without friction, just the sa me. 
For, a fter a ll. v /c couldn’t sta rt a ca r, we couldn’t 
stop a ca r, we couldn’t turn a corner, if it weren’t for 
friction. The friction between the roa d a nd our rub­ 
ber tires is wha t g iv es us tra ction. 
Most of the time we ha v e plenty of tra ction. But 
in certa in clima tes ev ery y ea r. Winter comes blowing 
a nd blustering down from the North, a nd the first 
thing we know he ha s sprea d ice a nd snow ov er our 
roa ds, a nd cur whole tra ction condition is cha ng ed. 
But a utomobiles a re pretty well prepa red these 
da y s to meet a ny conditions. All w'e ha v e to do is to 
a djust ourselv es to these cha ng ed circumsta nces. 
For insta nce, ma ny skillful driv ers sta rt their ca rs in hig h g ea r on v ery 
slippery , icy streets. Ordina rily this would be a ba d thing to do. But when 
our tires ha v e to sta rt us g oing on slippery ice or 
snow, sta rting in second or “ hig h" is ha rmless a nd it 
does help to a v oid spinning wheels, side slipping a nd 
difficulty in g etting under wa y . If y ou ha v en’t tried 
this a fter stopping a t intersections, y ou ma y be sur­ 
prised to find out how much more quickly y ou g et 
sta rted a g a in. Only remember to eng a g e the clutch 
very slo vAy. 
This business of sta rting in slippery wea ther ca n 
be quite a problem. But stopping is ev en more so. 
Howev er, m.ost g ood driv ers a g ree on one method 
tha t they find quite sa tisfa ctory . First of a ll they 
beg in to slow their ca rs down a t quite a dista nce 
from where they wa nt to stop. They press the bra ke 
lig htly a t first a nd relea se it a lmost a t onc^. Then 
they press a g a in a nd relea se quickly . By a series 
of brief, modera te bra ke a ctions, instea d of one continuous pressure, they 
g ra dua lly reduce speed a nd ca n usua lly stop without skidding . 
Ma ny of the best driv ers a lwa y s ma ke it a point 
not to diseng a g e the clutch a s soon a s they a pply 
their bra kes, but to wa it until the ca r ha s a lmost 
stopped. While this is their g enera l pra ctice, they 
sa y it is especia lly importa nt on slippery roa ds, a s 
they cla im it reduces the cha nces of skidding . But 
if we use this method there is one thing we must look 
out for. We ha v e to remember tha t on a slippery sur­ 
fa ce it is v ery ea sy to sta ll our eng ine by using 
our 
bra kes when the clutch is still eng a g ed. 
Outside o f sta rting a nd stopping , most winter skid­ 
ding is a t turns a nd curv es. Ma ny g ood driv ers tell us 
tha t they trea t ev ery slippery curv e or turn a s thoug h 
it were g oing to be a stop. In other words, they a p­ 
proa ch curv es using the v ery sa me sy stem of short. 
modera te bra ke a ctions. The result is tha t when they rea ch the curv e they a re 
g oing so slowly tha t they ca n a ctua lly g iv e the eng ine a little g a s a nd put 
some power in the wheels. With power turning the 
wheels, we a re not so likely to 
skid. 
After a ll, the ma in thing to do a bout driv ing in 
slippery wea ther is just wha t we do a bout wa lking in 
slippery wea ther. We a re a ll pretty ca reful a bout 
tha t. The first thing most of us do when we g o out on 
a slippery morning is to put out one foot ca utiously 
a nd g et the feel of the surfa ce 
to see how ca reful we ha v e 
to be. The best driv ers we 
know do pra ctica lly the sa me 
tiling with their ca rs. The first 
thing they do a fter they g et 
sta rted, is to test the surfa ce. 
They make sure tha t there a re 
no ca rs ^ 
nea r, a nd then they g ently a pply the 
bra kes. If they don’t skid they resume speed 
« g a inr-thls time a little more firmly . 
In this wa y they determme the surfa ce a nd know the deg ree o f ca ution they ^ 
must ex ercise to be sa fe. This seems like a v ery sensible idea .

To begin with, tiiere are certain 
food m aterials that the body re­ 
quires every day in order to build 
and maintain good health. 
These 
m aterials are protein for tile repair 
of body tissues, calcium for building 
bones and teeth, phosphorus for as­ 
sisting the protein and calcium, iron 
to make the red blood cells, and 
vitamins to help preserve the teeth 
and to prevent certain diseases such 
as scurvy, iiellagra, and beri-beri. 
It is Indeed worthy of note that 
milk contains four of tile five food 
materials listed—protein, calcium, 
phosphorus, and tile Vitamins A, B 
and G. Following is a list of the 
foods which are considered good 
sources of each of these materials. 
PROTEIN—milk, meat, fish, eggs. 
cheese, beans, nuts. 
CALCIUM—milk, cheese, beans, mo­ 
lasses, and some fruits and veg­ 
etables. 
PHOSPHORUS—milk, meat, eggs, 
fish, cheese, beans, nuts, whole 
cereals. 
IRON—eggs, whole grain cereals and 
breads, vegetables, fruits, lean 
meat, potatoes, molasses, liver. 
VITAMINS— 
\ itamin A—cod liver oil, milk, 
butter, cream, eggs, cheese, green 
leaf vegetables, fruits and vege­ 
tables. 
\ itamin I?—dried beaus, whole ce­ 
reals, yeast, milk, fruits and 
vegetables. 
Vitamin D —cod liver oil, certain 
oilier oils, irradiated foods. 
Vitamin (I—milk, eggs, fruits and 
vegetables, yeast, meat. 
Because it contains such a large 
amount of the body’s needs, because 
for a small amount of money one 
gets a quart of “Nature’s most near­ 
ly perfect food,” because there is no 
waste in using it, because of the 
ease of serving and many other 
foods with which it can be used, 
milk should have an important place 
in everyone’s diet.

No. 7—SLIPPERY WEATHER 
I 
ce anti snow always bring problems for drivers. These problems are the 
result of less friction. And that is interesting, because usually we are try­ 
ing to reduce friction ail we can. We use ball and roller bearings to overcome 
friction. We smooth and polish parts to reduce fric­ 
tion. We put oil in our cars to avoid friction. But we 
can't get alcr.g without friction, just the same. 
For, after all, we couldn’t start a car, we couldn’t 
stop a car, we couldn’t turn a corner, if it weren’t for 
friction. The friction between the road and our rub­ 
ber tires is what gives us traction. 
Most of the time we have plenty of traction. But 
in certain climates every year, Winter comes blowing 
and blustering down from the North, and the first 
thing we know he has spread ice and snow over our 
roads, and cur whole traction condition is changed. 
But automobiles are pretty well prepared these 
days to meet any conditions. All we have to do is to 
adjust ourselves to these changed circumstances. 
For instance, many skillful drivers start their cars in high gear on very 
slippery, icy streets. Ordinarily this would be a bad thing to do. But when 
our tires have to start us going on slippery ice or 
snow, starting in second or “high” is harmless and it 
does help to avoid spinning wheels, side slipping and 
difficulty in getting under way. If you haven’t tried 
this after stopping at intersections, you may be sur­ 
prised to find out how much more quickly you get 
started again. Only remember to engage the clutch 
very stonily. 
This business of starting in slippery weather can 
be quite a problem. But stopping is even more so. 
However, most good drivers agree on one method 
that 
they find quite satisfactory. First of all they 
begin to slow their cars down at quite a distance 
from where they want to stop. They press the brake 
lightly at first and release it almost at onc^. Then 
they press again and release quickly. By a scries 
of brief, moderate brake actions, instead of one continuous pressure, they 
gradually reduce speed and can usually stop without skidding. 
Many of the best drivers always make it a point 
not to disengage the clutch as soon as they apply 
their brakes, but to wait until the car has almost 
stopped. While this is their general practice, they 
say it is especially important on slippery roads, as 
they claim it reduces the chances of skidding. But 
if we use this method there is one thing we must look 
out for. We have to remember that on a slippery sur­ 
face it is very easy to stall our engine by using our 
brakes when the clutch is still engaged. 
Outside of starting and stopping, most winter skid­ 
ding is at turns and curves. Many good drivers tell us 
that they treat every slippery curve or turn as though 
it were going to be a stop. In other words, they ap­ 
proach curves using the very same system of short, 
moderate brake actions. The result is that when they reach the curve they are 
going so slowly that they can actually give the engine a little gas and put 
some power in the wheels. With power turning the 
wheels, we are not so likely to skid. 
After all, 
the main thing to do about driving in 
slippery weather is just what we do about walking in 
slippery weather. We are all pretty careful about 
that. The first thing most of us do when we go out on 
a slippery morning is to put out one foot cautiously 
’ 
and get the feel of the surface 
to see how careful we have 
to be. The best drivers we 
know do practically the same 
thing with their cars. The first 
thing they do after they get 
started, is to test the surface. 
They make sure that there are 
no cars too near, and then they gently apply the 
brakes. If they don’t skid they resume speed and 
apply the brakes again—this time a little more firmly. 
In this way they determine the surface and know the degree of caution they 
must exercise to be safe. This seems like a very sensible idea.

HUM US FOR GARDENS 


A so il rich in humus is desired 
by mo st gardeners. This may be 
had by saving weeds, grass and 
plant to ps that are free fro m dis* 
ease and harmful 
insects. 
These 
sho uld be piled to gether in alter­ 
nate layers with earth and then 
dampened well. This pile sho uld be 
turned o ver fro m time to time, 
three o r fo ur times a seaso n. This 
turning helps in making deco mpo 
sitio n mo re rapid. 
If o ne do es no t desire to have an 
unsightly pile in the back o f his 
lo t, he may use an o ld barrel o r per­ 
haps a paint o r an o il drum. If the 
latter is used, punch ho les in the 
bo tto m to permit drainage. 
This natural pro cess may seem 
a bit slow% but it is very inexpens­ 
ive. The rate o f deco mpo sitio n can 
be hastened and at the same time 
the fo o d supply increased by the 
use o f chemicals. 
The fo llo wing chemical co mpo si­ 
tio n can be utilized fo r mo re rapid 
deco mpo sitio n: 
Ammo nium sulphate, 12 parts. 
Superpho sphate, 6 parts. 
Po tassium chlo ride, 5 parts. 
Gro und limesto ne, 10 parts. 
The gro und limesto ne is added to 
prevent the m iss fro m beco ming 
to o acid. If acid so il is desired the 
limesto ne may be left o ut o r the 
quantity reduced. 
Ano ther chemical co mpo sitio n is 
equal parts o f ammo nium sulphate, 
precipitated chalk, and bo nemeal. 
Sprinkle this in the material to be 
used fo r the co mpo st pile. 
The Misso uri exeprimental sta 
tio n has used the fo llo wing co mbin­ 
atio n: 
Ammo nium sulphate, 45 lbs. 
Ro ck pho sphate, 15 lbs. 
Limesto ne, 35 lbs. 
Magnesium sulphate, 2.5 lbs. 
Salt, 2.5 lbs. 
Acid pho sphate has been used with 
success in place o f ro ck pho sphate. 
In using the abo ve co mbinatio n, 
spread the mixture o ver and mix 
it thro ugh the co mpo st pile. One 
hundred fifty po unds o f the abo ve 
is to be used o n o ne to n o f straw*. 
W etting 
is necessary fo r 
mo re 
rapid deco mpo sitio n during a dry 
year. The use o f straw fo r co m­ 
po st co mpared favo rably with the 
use o f animal manure in appear­ 
ance, analysis, and 
results 
fro m 
field tests.
